WEEKLY LETTER 
HOYv TO WHITEWASH 

This is, uliu Ui ie of the year 
wiieii iiuist poult ly houses hi 
being puepared for winter, and 
one of tliu operations in V>e- 
p.uation in a VhoixAigh white¬ 
washing. Whitewashing is not a 
dJflicuR Job provided that a 
IVw simple rules are followed 
few . imple rules Hl <± followed 
and in order that there mu.v oo 
i ..idily available to our read¬ 
ers we aie setting them out 
below. 

Quick linn: or lump lime lor 
whitewash should be procured 
in hard lumps, freshly burnt 
and m t air slacked. Air slacked 
iimo will not stick. Hydated 
lime may be used, one 50-lb. 
bag making about the same n- 
mount of whitewash as one-half 
bushel of lump lime. The foll¬ 
owing are standaid recipes. 

1. Into a large dean tub put 
on: bush.,1 of lump lime, and 
slake it with boiling water, 
t. !;eep i.i the steam; strain 
coverin,; it during the process 
•a-.- liquo, through a film 1 sieve; 


idd 8 lb. of commi rcial 
sulphate ol zinc, 1 lb. of alum, 
and 2 lb. of commcin salt, tne 
alum and the salt being piev- 
iously dissolvtd in hot water. 

2 Slake li> bushel of lump 
iime with boiling water in a 
l.arrel, strain and add 'A peck 
of sail dissolved in warm wat- 
. ;,i IP. flour made into a 

thin ,p iste with boiling water 
si ; i/, lb. glue dissolved in 

war.ater. 11 is recommended 

Uiat dnis whitewash be applied 
hot. 

Tlie surface to lie white¬ 
washed should be free from 
. i ■' or igiease. Just before ap- 
pl., in; lira whitewash the suh- 
faca should be dampened, so 
that the coating will not set 

o quickly. 

Whitewash may be applied 
with a brush or sprayer. If 
a sprayer is used the white¬ 
wash islu uld he strained thiu 
two or three thicknesses of 
cheesecloth. 

When i8 ig desired that the 
whitewash should act as a dis¬ 
infectant, 1 to 2 ounces of 
crud. earboic acid may !>e add¬ 
ed ti each gallon of whitewash.
